How to Make Your _. 
Coal Burn Longer 


—— 


Hints on the Firing of Furnaces 
That Will Reduce Coal Bills 


Keep the fuel bed thick so that it 
will not burn through in spots and 
admit a large excess. of air. If there 
is a bright bed of coals ov2r the en- 
tire grate, as there should be before 
a heavy clrrge is fired, some of the 
burning coal should be pone e 
j}one side or end of the grate— 
part nearest the opening where the 
gases leave the fire pot—and. the bed 
of live coals made thicker there, 
Then fire the fresh charge so as to 
make the bed approximately. of. uni- 
forrr’tittkntss and yct ledve .visible 
-a bright spot of. live coal to ignite 
combustible gases coming off 
the freshly fired fuel. 

If. the fire is low, take care not to 
put it out by throwing on too much 
fresh coal. Fire lightly and allow 
each firing to become ignited before 
fresh coal is. thrown on. Use small 
sizes of. coal if they are available. 
_to last 


time, push some of the burning coal 
aside: and fire the fresh charge so as 
to leave a bright spot visible to ig- 
nite the distilled gases. The drafts 
should then be allowed. to stand 
open for a~ short period, possibly 
half an hour, before they are closed 
for the night, so that a part of the 
volatile matter or gases in the coal 
can be driven off before the air sup- 
ply is greatly reduced.—From Sav- 
ing Fuel in Heating a Housé, issued 
by the United States Bureau of 
Mines. .

Many Signs in: Germany Point to a 
Longing for Peace 


Having become reconciled to, Rus- 
sia’s withdrawal from the war, the 
signs og final allied success continue 
to increase. Prince’ Max, president 
of the Baden upper chamber, says, 
“Our sword alone will never.be able 
to tear down the opposition to us”; 
while von Tirpitz, addrtssing the 
Hamburg branch ‘of the Fatherland 
party, said,. “Up to the present in 
‘this war Great Britain has won, 
‘rather than lost. Coming from the 
{father of U-boat ruthlessness such 
words are in marked contrast with 
his former belticose attitude, Herr 
Strobel, an ‘andependent Socialist. 
declared in the Prussian Diet, that 
“the German. people do not want 
to be regarded anly longer as a 
pariah among nations.” Many re- 
ports pass «the censorship showing 
the growing restiveness of the Ger- 
map peace under their militar 
masters. The ‘spirit: of revolt ts 
growing among women who fear the 
privations of another winter of wai. 
The Berlin Tageblatt paints a black 
picture of food conditions in Ger- 
man cities, and Vorwaerts, the So- 
cialist organ, calls on Germariy to 
move openly for peace.—Charlton 
Bates Strayer in Leslie's.

THE HEARTLESS GERMAN PLAN TO 
STARVE POLAND AND BELGIUM. 


BRUTAL POLICY OF ENEMY IN STRICKEN’ LANDS 


Belgian Relief Commissioner Paee to Face with « Monster, Who 
Stated that Starvation was « Tremendous Force with Which 
. To Enforce the Law of Slavery 


“Starvation is a tremendous force 
with which we can make these peo- 
ple do what we want.” 

The speaker “was General von 
Bissing, the Prussian military gov- 
ernor of Belgium, who recently died. | 
He was talking.to a high official of 
the Belgian Relief Commission 
Frederic C, Walcott. i 

Mr. Walcott is’ a: widely known 
New York banker, who about two 
years ago gave up his active busi- 
ness for the purpose’ of European 
relief work. He is now an associate 
of Mr. Hoover’s in the food con- 
servation campaign. He recently told 
the story of his experiences in Bel- 

ium and Poland at a meeting in 

arengie Hall, held under the aus- 
pices of the National Security  Lea- 
gue, These experiences, he said, con- 
stitute the ‘explanation of his de- 
voting his whole time to food con- 
servation. : ‘ 

“While in Belgium, talking almost 
daily with the German officers,” he 
said, “I asked Governor-General von 
Bissing what he would do ar_ what 
would happen if this relief of, Bel- 
gium suddenly stopped. + He said: * 

“That is very simple. It has all 
been worked: out on paper months 
ago, because for a long time we 
have been expecting it to break 
down, In thirty or sixty days starva- 
tion would grip these people, and 
starvation is a tremendous- force, 
with which we could make these 
people do what we want, namely, to 
get the industrial part into Germany, 
to replace the German workingmen, 
so that they can go to the front to 
fight the English and French. We 
would move hundreds of- thousands 
of other Belgians down into, Meso- 
potamia as rapidly as we could 
transport them, construct irrigation 
works, and make that country pro- 
duce food for Germany. All that are 
too weak or too old or too young 
we -would send before the English 
nd French firing line—then let the 
Germans overflow into this rich fer- 
tile country.’ And, with 2 smile on 
his face, he added: ‘Don’t you see 
that if we have to give Belgium back 
her liberty. when the war is over, 
she “automatically becomes a Ger- 
man province, and we hold the port 
of Antwerp, which is what we are 
after?”

The Question of Sugar 


The Necessity of Conserving Sup- 
plies of Sugar 


The production of beet sugar in 
France this year has been estimated 
at only 207, tons, as compared © 
with an average annual production 
curing the five years before the war 
1909. 3) of 752,542, Normal con- 
sumption is 704,830 tons. The bect 
svgar production of Italy has also 
been reduced from a pre-war avet- 
age of 211,050 tons_to 75,000 tons, 
he pre-war annual consumption of . 
sugar in the United Kingdom was 
2,056,000 tong, all of which had to be 
imported. About 70 per cent. of the 
supply of the United Kingdom came 
rom countrics from which it is naw 
cut off by the.war. Great Britain 
France and Italy would require: to 
import about 2,700,000 tons before’ 
the next crop—and most of it fram 
new sources—if they were to maih- 
tain their normal consumption. 


But the necessity of conserving 
supplies of sugar, which was eétti- 
phasized by the shortage of shipping, 

as resulted in stern economies 
among the allies. Before the wat, 
England had the largest per capita 
consumption of sugar of any nation 
—93% pounds per person per year, 
This has now been reduced: to ‘26 
pounds Per persoi..per year, or about 
one ‘ounce per day per person.. In 
Great_ Britain prices have now been 
fixed for jams and jellies.. There is 
no sugar for the home made pro- 
duct. In France the people are on 
rations of 1.1 pounds per person per . 
month, which the government dis- 
tributes at about 25 cents per poumd. 
In Italy, because of the shortage of 
sugar supplies, the: government has 
set a retail price of $1.25 a box con- 
taining 2.2 pounds. In German 
the present sugar ration is only 7 
pounds per person per month. In 
the United States and Canada the

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Alsace-Lorraine’ 


‘Will Bea Pivotal Point in the Peace 
Talk 


Signs accumulate that Alsace-Lor- 
raine will be one of the determining 
issues of the duration of the Great 
War. France, backed by Britain and 
the United States, insists that the 
war must go on until this rich terri- 
tory can be restored, while Germany 
is as yet in no mood to consider suc 
a thing. That a war engagisg more 
than half the world and calling out 
nearly 40,000,000 soldiers should in 
its later stages concentrate largely 
on the possession of a plot of 5,600 
square miles is one of the ironies of 


. the conflict., The bitterness of the 


struggle shows the deep-seated sen- 
timent of. both France and Germany, 
the former to regain her lost prot 
vinees and the latter to hold what 
she had taken by the sword in 1871. 
Since the conquest the children — of 
France have had hatred of Germany 
constantly_instilled through the story 
of cruelties during that war. 

Roughly speaking, _Alsace-Lor- 
raine. might be compared in size 
with that. belt of southwestern On- 
tario between Hamilton and Wind-' 
sor and north to the Guelph and 
Stratford line. It is one of the 
prized portions of Europe, indus- 
trious and thriving, a smilin farm | 
land, with prosperous industries in 


the cities. It is jargely a plain, 
reaching up to the Vosges Moun- 
tains on the west. with their peaks 


patpetiiag spr half the year. Corn, 
wheat, barley, potatoes, flax: tobac- 
co and grapes are some of the fruits 


of its fertile soil, and copper, lead, 
fron and coal come from its hills 
and mountains. In a word, it is a 
salt-of-the-earth region, of the kind 
that makes trade and wealth for the 
nation that owns it. Its cities—the 
largest being Strassberg, in Alsace— 
and which comprise about half the 
population, are noisy with the hum 
of spindles, for here is the most im- 
portant cotton industry of Germany. 

Little wonder such a favored land 
should be made the football of 
kings and rulers, From a very carly 
period it has been a disputed terrt- 
tory, and has suffered much in suc- 
ceeding wars. The Romans held it 
for nearly five hundred years, and 
then it passed under the sway_ of, 
the Franks. Both Alsace and_ Lor- 
raine- underwent territorial variations 
and were the possession of different 
princes and kings for several cen- 
turies, until Strassberg passed to 
France in 1697 and Lorraine in 1766. 

During the centuries of mediaeval 
warfare there were considerable 
changes in the character of the 
population. Originally Celtic, there 
came a modification during the 
Roman period by the arrival of .a 
German people, the ‘Triboci. In 
the fifth century the Alamanni, also 
German tribes, came to Alsace, and 


then the Franks, who drove the 
Alamanni into-the south. Since that 
period the population has been 


mainly Teutonic. Despite the recent 
French occupation, 85 per cent. have 
German as their mother tongue now, 
and the balance French or a patois 
of French. Three-fifths . of \ the 
people are Roman Cathotics. 

The war of 1870-71 was a sore trial 
for Alsace-Lorraine, The early  bat- 
tles were on the territory of the two 
provinces, and Strassberg, after a 
severe bombardment, destroying 
inany ‘old buildings, was captured. 
The Germans, with their usual ag- 
gressiveness, at once assumed the 
civil and military government, and 
put German officials in charge of the 
railways. Herein lies some~hint of 
what German occupation would 
mean to any land of the allies they 
were fortunate enough to capture. 
Requisitions were demanded ona 
large scale, and paid for in checks 
which were to be honored at the 
close of the war by whichever. side 
was in the unpleasant position of the 
conquered. Of course France _ lost,.

themselves of an offer to determine 
under which flag they would live, 
and sorrowfully took their departure 
for France in 1872. 


Old Strassberg, with its popula- 
tion of 180,000, is a’ section of med- 
iaeval Europe. Its narrow. crooked 
strects and the quaint costumes of 
th® Algatians contrast strangely with 
the new public buildings which re- 
placed those destroyed in the seige 
of 1870, and which give the city rank 
next to Berlin and Leipzig in this re- 
spect. Part of the crypt of its fam- 
ous ~‘hedral dates from 1015, and 
the nave, finished in 1275, is a fine 
specimen of pure Gothic. 


Grain Inspections of 1917 Crop 

During the period from September 
1, 19%7;.to December 28, 1917, 108,-

of 1916. There was some decrease in 
the quantity of oats, barley and flax 
inspected and a considerable increase 
in the quantity of screenings and’ 
rye inspected.

The 
food controller has repeatedly em- 
phasized the necessity for the use 
of more fish and the fish committee 
has promoted a vigorous

To Grade Potatoes 


Regulations Will Remove All Defec- 
tives from Markets 


The fruit and vegetable committee 
of the food controller's office is con- 
sidering regulations in regard to: the 
grading of potatoes. The regulations 
will next year remove from the mar- 
ket all undersized, scabby, damaged 
and defective potatoes. Uniform 
grading by size and quality wii. save 
an enormous amount of kitchen wast- 
age, and save much freight space: 
the grower will get from 10 to- 15 
cents more for his pbtatoes anJ the 
consumer will be sure of the quality 
of those he buys. : 

Potato grading is compulsory in 
Great Britain and widely practiced 
in the United States. The benefi's 
arising from potato grading will be 
even more marked than those deriv- 
ed from the grading of apples. 


Oyster Fishing by Submarine 
Mr. Simon Lake, the father of the 


modern submarine, has suggested 
the use of’the submarine for polar 
exploration, for ferrying supplies 
across ice-bound rivers, for seeking 
sunken treasure, and for dredging 
oysters. 


Experiments have demonstrated to 
Mr. Lake’s satisfaction that when 
the submarine is at the bottom. of 
the ocean, oysters can be sucked up 
into it on the vacuum cleaner prin- 
ciple, When traversing good ground 
the submarine will suck up five 
thousand bushels of oysters in an 
shour. This: means that in one hour 
a mass of oysters will b: collected 
which, if compactly piled, would re- 
quire a cylinder one and three-quart- 
ers mile long to hold it. The idea 
should be particularly useful to the 
pearl oyster fishers, as of Ceylon, for 
instance. .

Historic Edifice 


When the British: entered Mesopo- 
tamia ‘and ‘pushed: their. way. beyond 
Bagdad they found everywhere the 
paralyzing results of. Turkish  mis- 
tule. The ancient gloties of this re- 
gion,-~that once boasted of tecming 
cities and any opulent — civilization, 
have long: since departed... Old can- 
als were left to the “mercy of the 
shifting sands, and irrigatian works 
that were in operation a thousand 
years ago remain ‘as monuments _ to. 
the blighting effects of the sway of 
the Turk. . 

The excavations carried on by the 
Germans on the site of Babylon 
wer brought to an end by the war. 
The results achieved by the excava- 
tors are set out in. Professor Kolde- 
wey’s book, “The Excavation of 
Rabylon,” published’ by Macmillans. 
With the help of this volume, Mr. 
Eargand Candler, the representative 
of the British Press with the Meso- 
potamia army, was able-to identify 
some of the principal sites of. ancient 
Babylon. he excavations have 
brought to light the parts of the city 


that belong to the comparatively 
modern Period of Nebuchadnezzar, 
five to six centuries before the 


Christian era. But there are traces 
in the ruins of the Babylo. of two 
thousand years before Christ, and ot 
the remains of the ‘Assyrian, Neo- 
Babylonian, Persian and Graeco-Par- 
thian periods: Two teams of four 
horses each could pass each other 
on the outer walls of the city Among 
the interesting sites discovered is 
that of the banqueting room where 
Belshazzar was startled by the mys- 
terious handwriting on the. wall. The 
work of identification has been made 
comparatively easy by reason of the 
inscribed bricks giving the names of 
streets, and which in = somie cases 


chronicle the utterances: of — the 
righty potentates who once ruled 
and carried civilization to a high 


pitch in what is now a desert land.

The Following Statement by Lord Shaughnessy on the Canadian Railway’ v4 
Situation Appears in the Annual Financial Survey of the Toronto

After forty months of this ‘great. 
world war, the railway situation. in 

anada presents a.very different face 
from that of peace times’ when the 
chief problems to solve were the 
probleme, of development and ‘con 
struction jnecessary to keep pace with 
a huge immigration. : 

An indication of the_ difference in 
conditions is shown. in: Canada’s trade 
balance, which has been conver:ed 
from a heavy “minus” to a substan- 
tial “plus,” the exports for eleven 
months-of 1917 exceeding those of a 
similar period in 1913 by over a bil- 
lion dollars. -As the total import and 
export trade for that period in 1913 
was itself less than a billion dollars 
(to be exact $994,467.000) the in- 
crease in traffic-moving effort may 
be realized. That transportation en- 
ergy and increase of traffic have been 
coincident with a growing shortage 
of labor, a higher cost of living, ne- 
cessitating higher wages, and im- 
mense increase in the cost of mater- 
ial necessary for maintenance and re- 
pair of roadbed and equipment, so 
that the added ‘traffic has meant not 
increased profit but increased anxiety 
for the carriers, The labor shortage 
may be illustrated from the records 
of our own honor roll, which show 
that up to December 6, 7,021 employ- 
ees of the Canadian Pacific had en- 
listed for active sérvice.
